PWHTROGRAD, Sunday, Nov. 11.— 


(3 p. m.)—Street fighting is pro-;

this morning. 

The exact whereabouts of the Ker- 
ensky army, which is reported to be 


approaching the city, is unknown at’ 


this hour. 

Fighting is in progress in the 
Grand Morskaia between Bolsheviki 
infantrymen and junker forces in 
armored cars. 

Premier Kerensky at the head of 
200,000 loyal troops, is marching on 
Petrograd, where the Maximalists 
rapidly are losing power. The Bol- 
sheviki uprising in Moscow was abor- 
tive, apparently, and the loyal troops 
have driven the revolutionists into 
the Kremlin.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


It makes one weary to be reading con- 
tinually about the poor railroads needing 
a raise in rates. That is all. bunk. -They 
want higher rates for no other reason than 
that they have made exhorbitant profits 
all their lives, have robbed the people out 
of billions of ‘dollars and are not satisfied 
to get along with a reasonable profit. 

The railroads forfeited all the respect 

and sympathy of the people long vears 
ago, and rightfully so. = Their lifelong 
game has to charge the public all the traffic 
would bear, and then double it. The solu- 
tion of the railroad problem is for the 
government to take them all over and 
then run thei in the interest of the whole 
people. The first thing the government 
ought to do is to wring all the water out 
of their stoeks. Every railroad that runs 
in this country is capitalized for ten times 
what it cost, and that watered promotion 
stock has cen divided up around among 
the wealthy magnates to give them all the 
control and most of the profits. And any 
time a railroad declares a six per cent 
dividend it is in reality twenty per cent, 
because of the water in the stock. 

No government on the face of the earth 
has been so kind to its railroads as ours. 
It gave them millions upon millions of 
land, the Union Pacific receiving each al- 
alternate section clear across. the en- 
tire West, and they are the biggest land 


‘ owners and land hogs in America today, 


while the poor man ean hardly get an acre. 

The railroads are a necessary adjunct to 
building up a prosperous nation but there 
is a limit to what the people can stand, and 
that limit has been reached long ago, and 
has got to go the other way now. 

They should all be government owned 
and operated, and the hundreds of millions 
of profits they are now making, and have 
always made, should go into the public 
treasury, and rates consequently come 
down instead of going up, as is now de- 
manded. 


SOUL OF THE DEVIL 


Mr. Otto H. Kahn, a German born Amer- 
ican and well-known New York banker 
and philanthropist, has become a leader 
in the nation-wide movement of loval citi- 
zens of German birth and ancestry to teach 
all persons of similar blood ties, that the 
Germany of today is not the Germany the 
refugees of eight vears ago, loved but fled 
from with regret. Mr. Kahn deseribes 
the*change thus: 

‘““Brom each of my visits to Germany | for 
twenty-five vears I came away more ap- 
palled by the sinister transformation Prus- 
sianism had wrought amongst the people 
and by the portentous menace I recognized 
in it for the entire world. 

It had given to Germany unparalleled 
prosperity, beneficient and advanced so- 
cial legislation and not a few other things 
of value, but it had taken in payment the 
soul of the race. It had made a ‘devil’s 
bargain’.’’——Oakland Tribune. 


GLAD DAY COMING. 

Those of us who do not gef killed oft by 
automobiles in the next few years will prob- 
ably be safe from thence on, as they will 
be replaced by aeroplanes and other things.
